Lo.s'DON, Feb. 10. — A dispatch from 
Athens eays the torpedo flotilla com- 
manded by Prince George of Greece has 
started (or Crete, great entiiUBiftsm being 
manifested on the part of the people, 
Prince George admitted that his orders 
were to prevent by every me.ina possi ble 
tlie landing of any Turkish troops 
on the island of Crete. Tlie (Jiaeen 
spent a considerable portion of the 
day in diHtributinf; relief to the Cretan 
refugees. Just previous to his departure 
Prince Geor[;e visited the King for the 
purpose of receiving the royal com- 
mauda. He then proceeded to the de- 
partmentB of marine and foreign afl'airs. 
An immense crowd repeatedly cheered 
tue incident, the news of the departure 
of the I'rinco with the torpedo flotilla 
spreading like wildfire throughout the 
city and ureiUinK a profound impression. 

A dispatch to the Ubroiiit;le from 
Athens says thitt in the chamber to-night 
(Wednesday), Prime Minister Delyan- 
nis, being interpellated regarding the 
mission of Prince George to the Island 
of Crete and the report that the powers 
had determined to prevent Turkey Irom 
landing any troops at Canea, declined to 
make any statement or reveal the aim 
of the orders given to Prince George or 
to the captains of his torpedo boats. 
Premier Delyannis declared, however, 
that no /matter what happened, 
the governinent had fully de- 
cided as to the meaanres to be 
taken, The government, he said, would 
act with prudence and flrmnesa. trreece 
and Crete, he urged, were bound to each 
other by inseparable ties of blood ami 
tradition, as well as by long centuries of 
common suU'ering and struggles. There 
was no Greek heart that would not re- 
spond to Crete's appeal for union with 
Greece. This etateuient produced a 
great sensation among the leaders of the 
opposition, who at once announced that 
further discussion would be superiluous. 
The legislative chamber then adjourned.

If this 
report is verified the Italian chamber 
will be again convened and the Keneral 
elections will he postponed. Orders were 
iasaed on Wednesday for the immedi- 
ate concentration of the entire active 
Italian fleet at Naples. The first divi- 
sion of the fleet will sail for Crete to-day 
(Thursday). A dispatch to the Times 
from Canoa dated Thursday says tliat 
owimr to the diflicnlty of obtaining 
Christian recruits the Austrian (govern- 
ment has undertaken to send one hun- 
dred Bosnians and Ualmations to form a 
company of ttensd'armes. 

A dispatch to the Tlinea from Canea 
dated Wednesday says the Bituation at 
Heraklion has suddenly cliangetl fur the 
worse, the Mohammedans coniiiioncing 
to pillage the bouses of the Christians. 
The author! ties. Beem unable to exercise 
any centrol over the mobs. The Mo- 
hammedans it is claimed are preventiuK 
the departure of the Cretan foreign refu- 
gees by way of the sea. It is stated 
that the Christians have fired upon 
the troops, and that much confusion 
and alarm [irevails. Ttie Christians 
have e-itiil)lisla'tl a cordon urountl the 
town ol Sila where conllict.i occurred 
yesterday, three Moliamnu'dans being 
killed. .-Vserions etateof alhiirs prevails 
at Rt'timo, the Moliaiiiiiietlaiia relusiiij,' 
to allow the Cliristiaii ruiugeesto depart 
and the Chrisliim refut:eea have been 
detained as hostages for the safety of 
the MusaulinanH. The Mohammedans 
have established a slate of siege in the 
Ainmarc district. Canea is quiet, rain 
helping to restore traiKiuility. It is re- 
ported, however, that a band of Greek 
volunteers will attempt a landing to- 
night near Theodore's island, five miles 
northwest of Canea.

FAMINE IN INDIA. 

Lord George Hamilton Thinks There Is Now 
Sufficient Food— Distress in 
Southern Russiu. 

Lo.Niio.N-, Feb. 10.— Lord George Ham- 
ilton, secretary of state for India, in a 
speech to-day at lIarro\v-on-the-llill, 
upon the subject of the famine in India, 
said critics told the government officials 
that they ought to purchaae food at 
wholesale rates for the purpose of forc- 
; down prices, but it was curious that 
the price of wheat waa now lower 
in India than in England. Ho "aid he 
underatood that a very considerable 
portion of the California iniportH of 
wheat was likely to be reabi]iped from 
India to England at an actual Iohh. Lord 
Hamilton said that he, as well as the 
Viceroy of India, the Earl of Elgin, had 
studied the subject carefully and had 
arrived at the conclusion that there was 
sufficient food in India taken in connec- 
tion with the spring crop to carry on the 
people there, 

(V dispatch to the Daily Mail from St. 
Petersburg gives harrowing accounts of 
the distress caused by the faniiiio in tiie 
provinceaof Chereon, Bo/.iarabok, Pskov, 
Erel, AHtrakhau anil other sections ol 
Southern Kusaia. The peasants are 
eating horses and rats, and appealing tp 
the local authorities to save them from 
starvation. It will require many tlioii- 
snndfl of roubles to enable the autlicr- 
iiiea to grant even the miserable allow- 
ances of a pound of. rye bread daily, 
necessary for a. mere 'existence, and un- 
doubtedly many persons will die.

Wabiunoton, Feb. 10.— The electoral 
votes of the 45 states of the Union were 
formally counted at the joint session of 
the house and senate held to-day for 
that purpose, and Vice-President 
Stevenson proclaimed the election of 
McKinley and Hobart as President and 
vicc-preaident respectively. 

In the aenate this afternoon the Nica^ 
ragua bill was taken up. Senator Mor 
gan renewed his advocacy of the mea- 
sure, and in a somewhat dramatic 
manner referred quite frequently to 
"tireat Britain's intriguiug," He 
pointed out that prior to Mr. Cleveland's 
liret term the policy of the government 
was toward the government construction 
of the canal and ■ to this end Secre- 
tary Frelinghuyseii negotiated a treaty 
by which the United States secured con- 
trol of a atrip twelve inilea wide across 
the iBthmuB on payment of .t-1,000,000 to 
Nicaragua. But Mr. Cleveland on en- 
tering ofHce reversed the former policy 
of the government and withdrew the 
treaty from the senate. This had led 
naturally and necessarily to a private 
company taking up the work which the 
governmenthad renounced. Mr.Morgan 
declared thatBritisb interference wascon- 
tinuallyat wortc to prevent American 
control of the canal. He bad positive 
and detailed infornqatiou supportmg this 
declaration. 

" It it of such a character," said Mr. 
Moruran, " that I am compelled to pre- 
sent this information to the senate in 
executive session. It will disclose that 
up to this hour British intervention baa 
been conspiring to prevent the consum- 
mation of this project under American 
control. Unless, " said he, "all the man- 
hood of the United Slates lias been taken 
out of US by contracts to keep the peace 
there would bo the serious result of the 
abandonment of the canal bill, to which 
the senate was now invited." 

Turning to I*Ir. Sherman, who sat 
across the aiale, Mr. Morgan said : " The 
senator from Ohio will never bo able to 
execute his plan for a treaty of whicli he 
BO hopefully speaks. As I said to him 
the other day, if he bad the genius of a 
Metteroich and a Talleyiandi be would 
bo overcome by these little thimble rig- 
ging republics who will Stand ready to 
conspire with other governments and to 
circumvent his plans. No, the senator 
from Ohio, in hia new position, will 
find Ilia eflbrta brought to naught. 
We are informed that there is 
to bo an extra session of congress," 
proceeded Mr. Morgan, " and I give no- 
tice that at til*? earliest possible d<iy I 
will oiler this bill again and will do what 
I can to secure its passage; and if the 
glory and honor of this crowning work 
of the close of the century shall fall to 
the lot of a Republican preaideut, I will 
thank God that we have a Republican 
president who can go step by step with 
his fellow citizens in defence of the 
power and glory of this republic. I will 
now withdraw it." 

Mr. Jlorgnn laid before the senate a 
letter from William L. Merry, the con- 
sul of Nicaragua at San Francisco, ex- 
preeHing the confident belief that the 
letter from Minister lloderiguez to 
Secretary Gluey op]iosing the canal pro- 
ject was unauthorized and contrary to 
llie views liehl l>y Presiilent Zelaya of 
Nicaragua. This letter also sets forth 
numerous circuniBtancea indicating that 
British influence inspired oppaaition to 
the canal. 

As Mr. Morgan proceeded with his 
criticism of Great Britain, Sir Richard 
t^artwrigbt and Hon. Mr. Uavies, the 
Canadian commissioners, entered thi' 
diplomatic gallery and were attentive 
listenertj to the hostile remarks of the 
Senator. " Are we not to be guided by 
the lessons of the past?" be exclaimed. 
"Are we tu believe that the British 
lion will nut crush the bones of 
our arm if we put it in its 
mouth?" Again turning to Senator 
Sherman, Mr. Morgan paicl : "I say in 
presence of the senator from Ohio, who 
is soon to be our sut'retary nf state, that 
if he takes the anodynes nf (lattery fed 
to him like spoon-feed by Groat Britain 
the people of the United States will not 
support him." 

The Nicaragua canal bill was then 
disposed of by Mr. Morgan consenting 
that it should go to the calendar. 

SANITARY PfiECADTIOHS. 

Peru Fears the Advent of the Plague— In- 
dians Murder English Colonists. 

LiM.\, Peru, Feb. 10.— The sanitary 
board is discussing precautionary 
measures advisable to be taken in the 

matter of the bubonic plague. Thissea- 
sion of the board was made ncessary 
by the arrival of a cargo of empty 
bags en route from India to Callao. 

The government is sending Irooiia to 
Porono for the purpose of subduing the 
Indians who opposed the conatriictioii of 
a bridge, the trouble resulting in the 
death of two English colonists. Traflic 
on the Central railroad has reopened.

On nio-< 
tion of Hon. Mr. Laurier, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Sifton, the meeting endorsed a 
scheme proposed to raise a miliion dol- 
lars to carry it out.

The Minister promised to secure tliem 
an interview with all the members of the 
government to-morrow.

The department of trade and com- 
merce has been notified of the coining 
into effect on March 31 next, of the new 
customs tarifl" of Queensland. This 
amended customs act contains provis- 
ions of importance to the Dominion, as 
the free list has been liberally extended, 
and wlU include many articles produced 
in this country. Nearly all classeB of 
agricultural implements are made free, 
and in these a considerable trade ia 
already being done with the Australian 
colonies. Other articles placed on the 
free list are asbestos, carriage shafts, 
hubs, bent wheel rims, etc., bicycle 
parts, mining machinery and stoves.

CLOSED DOWN. 

Agriculturnl Insurance Co. ot Watertowa 
Will Receive no More Risks in 
Ontario. 

ToKONTo, Feb. 10.— (Spf cial)— The 
Agricultural l'"ire Insurance Co., of 
Watertown, N.Y., has closed down its 
Canadian ofQces and will accept no more 
risks in this province. Up to about two 
years ago the company confined its buai- 
iiesa to farm and dwelling house risks, 
but since that time the agents have been 
accepting all ordinary kinds of com- 
mercial risks, and in the general rush of 
customers cut rates time and again. 
The insurance men of Toronto were more 
particularly allected by these cuts. Alt 
the risks accepted by the Agricultural 
company have been reinsured in the 
Critish Ainoricnn Insurance Company, 

CANADIAN RETALIATION. 

How it is Proposed to Meet U. S. ii.liea 
Labor Lesjislation. 

WiNDsoH, Feb. 10. — (Special)— Tlio pro- 
posed retaliation by Canada ngaitst tlie 
United States, should the Collia bill be- 
come law, has assumed a new phase. 
It is proposed to compel every American 
vessel which passes through a Canadian 
canal to land its crow at the entrance to 
the canal. Under the existing law they 
cannot bo carried aa paseengerH unless 
under a special charter. This will 
oblige the American sailors to travel 
overland, while a Canadian crew works 
the vessel through the canal. 

FASTEST IN THE WORLD. 

McCulloch, of Winnipeg, Without a Peer. 

Montreal, Feb. 10.— (Special)— J. K, 
McCulloch, Winnipeg's fast skater, won 
the postponed live thousand metres race 
to-day, and ia now theamatcurchampion 
skater of the world, being the first Cana- 
dian to win the title.

W;liat Will Become of tlie Betiring 
Members of Cleveland's 
Cabinet. 



Washixoton, Feb. 10.— There la no 
serioua o'ppoaition to the re-election of 
Thomas B. Beed as speaker of the house 
of representatives, all stories to the con- 
trary notwithatiiudinp;. Major McKin- 
ley'a closest friends in the house say 
hat they do not desire any cbanp;o in 
the organization of the bouse, and that if 
they did they would not undertake a 
fight on Beed, which would certainly 
cause a breach which could not be healed 
duriny; the administration, if at all. In 
addition to this, the plana of the admin- 
istration leaders almost necessitate tlie 
retention of Reed as speaker. 

The programme is to frame the tariCT 
hill this winter and rush it through the 
house within two weeks or a month after 
the beginning of the extra session. To 
adcomplish this it is almost indiapens- 
aole that the preaent organization of the 
house shall continue. If a new speaker 
ahould be elected the committees would 
he held up in the air for weeks, and 
jiossibly mouths. Everything combines, 
tlieruforo, to throw the adniinlBtration 
Btronjith to Mr. Reed, and Gen. Grosve- 
3)or, the congressional representative of 
Major McKinley, is emphatic in the be- 
lief, which he lias openly expressed, that 
Speaker Reed will be nominated in the 
Bepublican caucus by acclamation. 

If anybody were to take tiio (ield 
agiiinet Keed it would undoubtedly be 
liupliina of Illinois. He is one of the 
most popular men in the house, and has 
been in frequent opposition to tlie speak- 
er. Unfortunately for " Hop's " chances 
there is no organized opDoaition at all 
to the big speaker. Boodlers, lobbyists 
and treasury raiders who wish to secu-e 
appropriations have endeavored to fo- 
ment a rebellion, but without success, 
and in the o]pinion of the leaders of the 
liouse only his death or resignation can 
prevent his re-election. 

Now tliat the personnel of the incom- 
ing cabinet has l^een determined, public 
interest naturally turns toward these 
geiiliomen in tlie present cabinet who 
will 80 aooii retire to a more or less well- 
earneil pi ivate obscurity. Richard 01- 
ney, secretary of state, for instance, will 
ruiurn to Beaton and resume his lucra- 
tive practice as attorney for half a score 
of railway corporations, which, it may 
be addel, he has never relinquished 
during his incumbency of the ofKce. It 
may be fairly surmised that the secre- 
tary's experience as attorney-general 
ana secretary of state has qualified him 
to be even more valuable, to the mono- 
polies he represents than' he ever was 
before. So that there need be no sym- 
p- *hy wasted upon Secretary Olney. 

sir, Judson liarmon, attorney-general 
of the United States; also has a future 
■\\hich,like his jiast, is largely behind 
him. He will return quietly and tmos- 
tentatiously to Cincinnati and resume 
the practice of law for the benefit of the 
C. & 0. and other large railway corpora- 
tions. His services while in the cabinet;, 
together with the experience which he 
has obtained, will doubtless secure to 
him a larger compensation and an in- 
creased pull with the corporations he so 
ably repredeiitd. 

As for Secretary Carlisle, there is no 
plaice in Kentucky for so great a man as 
lie. Mr. Carlisle will go to New York 
city, where his abilities and his lately 
acquired financial views will be better 
a*ppreciatcd. It is an open secret that 
Mr. Carlisle has received several advan- 
tageous oilers from prominent New York 
legal linns, one of which he will un- 
douote lly accept. 

Ttie secretary of war, Daniel S. La- 
mont, erstwhile iiewepuper man and pri- 
vate secretary to the I'resident, will also 
return to New York city and resume the 
chairmaiisliip of the steering committee 
of the New York surtace roads. In this 
poHition Mr. Lamnnthas no superiors. 

Tlie secretary of the navy, Mr. Hilary 
A. Herbert, will retire to Alabama iind 
incubate a new political ambition. Mr. 
Herbert has met with so many political 
vicissitudes in his time that he will be 
entirely familiar with this process. 
Time was when Mr. Herbert was 
severely bitten by the free silver idea. 
He only broke out in spots, however, 
«nd refrained from becdraing rabid on 
the supposition that by standing by the 
administration's policy he would succeed 
to a United States circuit judgeship in 
Mississippi. This, too, passed away. 
Mr. Herliert ia a jjrofessioual confrress- 
man, and will doubtless know wiiat to 
do when he gets back to Ahibama. 

Secretary of the interior, tlio Hon. 
David li. Francis, will return to St. 
Louis immediately after the Ith of 
March, and as the head of the firm of 
Francis Bros. Co. will resume his old 
occupation of buying wheat on the Mer- 
chants' Exchange. Mr. Francis is a 
striking example of the self-made man, 
who, in his political ambition, has failed 
to heed the trite old maxim : " Soar not 
too hii;h to fall ; but stoop to rise." 

Hon. William L. Wilson, postmaster- 
general and junior partner in tlio so- 
called Wilson bill, has a West Virginia 
future to wliich to look forward. Mr. 
Wilson is an accomplished college pro- 
lesaor. He will go back to liis West 
Virginia university and teach the young 
idea how to shoot " silver bugs " — in the 
back. 

Hon. Julius Sterling Morton, secretary 
of agriculture, also retires on the 3rd of 
March, and tiiough the heavens may 
weep on that occasion there will be a 
damp oyi< among all the members of the 
IJomo;ratic party in this country. I\lr. 
Morton's name will live in history — not 
hoCBUse of ' hia position in President 
'Clevitland'B'Cabinet, nor even because of 
Ilia impetuona attack upon the rebel 
Kouth last fall — but for the reason that 
lie is the real man wboinstituted and in- 
augurated "Arbor Day" in America. 
Mr. Morton will return to Nbbra8ka,and 
])lant more trees, and, Oiminnatus-like, 
wait for the call of his country.

The " Empress of China " Detained 
in Quarantine Upwards of 
Fourteen Hours. 



Smallpox Again Epidemic in Japan 
— Saghalien Disaster Caused 
by Overbeating. 

After spending fourteen hours in quar- 
antine, the Canadian Pacific steamship 
Empress of Japan came into the outer 
dock yesterday morning with a small 
indication that the ofDcer at -William 
Head had done a considerable amount of 
fumigating. All the 289 steeilige pas- 
sengers she brought including 61 Chinese 
for Victoria were landed at the quaran- 
tine station and given a bath and their 
baggage being also completely disinfect- 
ed. There was no aicknes? on board 
but in view of the great amount of the 
great amount of disease prevalent in the 
countries of Asia the authorities deemed 
it advisable to exercise special care in 
dealing with the incoming Oriental ves- 
sels — hence the exceptionally long 
detention of the Empress. She 
sailed from Yokohama on Janu- 
ary 29, and experienced good 
weather all the way across the Pacific. 
Only three of her cabin passengers — 
Mrs. Bach and two daugliters, of Port 
Townsend, who have been visiting 
Shanghai — left the vessel at Victoria. 
The other members of her saloon com- 
pany were: Mr. J. H. Adams, Captain 
W. H. Crawford, Mr. 15. D. Douglas, 
Mr. E. Enhoriiing, Mr. R. li. W. Eraser, 
iMr. K. Inzuka, Dr. Ellen Lyon, Mr. E. 
J. Moss and wife. Miss K. E. Mitchell, 
Mr. T. Jlorimura, Mr. R. Patterson, 
Mr. W. F. Page, Major R. M. Rainev, 
Mr. li. T. Richardson, Mr. J. C. Scovefl, 
Mr. T. Sliiota, IMr. Spencer, Jr., Miss 
C. Van O'Linda, Master Wetlierell. 
From the Japanese exchanges brouglit 
by the steamer, it is learned that small- 
pox is again epidemic in many parts of 
the country, there having been in Tokio 
alone 1,404 cases reported between the 
1st and 17tb of January. Yokohama 
also suffers aomewbat, but not nearly to 
the same extent. It has, however, the 
additional afilictionof diphtheria. There 
were 20 cases of the latter reported, and 
17 cases of the former in the period 
above mentioned. In commenting on 
the epidemic the Daily Mail says it is 
hoped that the trouble will have the 
ell'ect of stimulating the government to 
insist upon compulsory vaccination. 
The ravages of smallpox would, it goes 
on to say, never be anything like wliat 
are now being experienced, were tlie 
sensible course recommended taken. 
Voluntary vaccination as a i)reventive 
measure is largely a failure, and will be 
likely to continue so; it must be en- 
forced by the hand of authority, that 
being the only way to efTectually cope 
with the dangerous and diafiguiing dis- 
ease.

To add to her miser- 
able condition she ran short of coal and 
had to put in to Honolulu for a freah 
supply. 

Caiitain Locks, of the Joan, reports 
that on Sunday ho passed buoy No. S, 
belonging of! the mouth of the Fraaer 
river. The buoy was adrift and was 
about half way across the gulf wlien he 
passed it. — Nanaimo Free I'ress. 

The C.P.N, steamer Tees left again 
for the coast last evening, but on this 
voyage will go no farther north than 
Kyu(]uot. She has a good freight aboard 
and among her passengers are a number 
of sealing captains. 

A hoard of inquiry by a commission 
that recently sat at Saigon to examine 
into the details of the recent Doiler ex- 
jilosion on board the Saghalien revealed 
that the catastrophe was caused by over- 
iKiating. 

i'art of the tools, -etc., lost off the 
Hudson Pay Company's pile driver 
which recently capsized in the harbor a 
week or more ago wore recovered by a 
diver yesterday. 

A fc'(|uad of blue jackets took the prize 
schooners Beatrice and Viva around to 
Kstjuimalt yesterday morning. 
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The coal freight tlirough the Canadian 
and American " Soo " canals during the 
season of 1896 was 16,289,001 net tone, 
exceeding all previous records t)y nearly 
one million and a quarter tony, so a 
Washington report states. There was a 
reduction of 2,383,556 tons in the freight 
passage through the United States canal 
as against that for tlio season of 1895, 
a fact evidently due to the Canadian 
ci>nal.

ful competition with the butter manu- 
factured in the creameries of the pro- 
vince or tlie Dominion. The fact is on 
interestine one and goes to show what 
local enterjpriee is capable of doing if only 
properly directed.

OUR MINES. 

The Galifornia press association is (o 

visit Victoria in June. We do not know 
hat will be the length of their stay, but 
it will doubtless be long enough to en- 
able the [leople of this city to score a 
point. California is a state where there 
is a great deal of accumulated wealth. 
It also contains a very large number of 
peojile who take an intelligent interest 
in mining. The visit of the press asso- 
ci.ition, if rifrhtly utilized, may result in 
directing some of that interest and some 
of that wealth to our gold fields. With- 
out having consulted our city 
contemporaries we feel able to 
promise for . the newspaper men 
of Victoria that they will do anything in 
tlioir power to advance so excellent an 
object. On this excursion the press of 
California will be ijeneraily represented. 
Must of tlje visitors will send to their 
papers descriptions of what they see and 
relate some of the things they hear ; but 
what is of even greater importance, they 
can be impressed with the actual facts 
relating to llio mineral wealth of the 
province, so that thereafter they will be 
alilu to appreciate properly such news as 
shall reach ihem from time to time. In 
other words their visit will en- 
able ua to open their eyes and 
through their instrumentality the eyes 
of the people of California to the limit- 
less opportunities which British CoUiiii- 
bia affords. A few of tlio older resi- 
dents remember ihe rush from Cali- 
fornia to tlie plucera of the Fraser and its 
tributaries, aud will bear us out in say- 
ing that if California can be shown that 
it is worth while to invade the province 
once more llie thing will bo accom- 
plished. Tlie new invasion, if it eomes, 
will be one backed by some of the abun- 
dant capital seeking investment in that 
State. 

What " e have in mind is that the vis- 
iting newspaper men should be given 
an object lesson as to the richness and 
extent of our placers and quartz mines, 
and that each one of them should carry 
home with him a neat compendium of 
information regarding our wealth of 
precious metals. This is, of course, only 
a crude suggestion. Before any plan is 
agreed upon there should be consulta- 
tion between those who understand the 
matter best. All we want to do to-day 
ia to direct public attention to what we 
think will be an excellent opportunity 
to atlvortise tire mineral resources of the 
■province in a very promising held. 

THE DEPARTMENT OF MINES. 

Tho Seattle Post-Intelligencer is very 
greatly impressed with the value of our 
provincial department of mines and 
urges the establishment of something 
Bimilar in connection with the Federal 
cabinet. It says that the mining states 
are badly handicapped by the absence of 
a bureau which will handle mining mat- 
ters as they are dealt with in this prov- 
ince, and emphasizea its point by saying : 

British Columbia, for example, has a 
bureau of mines, the head of which bur- 
eau is a member of the provincial minis- 
trv. Every mineral development, the 
opening of every new district, every im- 
portant mining discovery, is followed 
forthwith by the appearance on tlio 
lirouiul of a mineralogist, in the enijiloy 
of the bureau, who makes a full iind com- 
idetu examination of the district and nil 
of tho veins ami ledt,'es, and report to the 
bureau. Such reports are at once jnib- 
liahed, and coming from audi an authori- 
tative source, are read by intending in- 
vestors and have naturally great weight 
in interesting capital in the new dis- 
tricts. , ,,. , ., 

Tho Post-Intelhgeneer has recently re- 
ceived three bulletins published under 



interests are neglected by the govern 
ment of the United States and insists 
that this neglect is an obstacle to the de- 
velopment of meritorious properties. It. 
states the matter thus: 

In this state there are mining districts 
which, from the development work so 
far done, promise as well ua any which 
have over been disiiovered in Uritish 
Uoliirabia, yet no state or Kedcrivl otlicer 
has ever been called upon to examine or 
report upon them. If a wouUl-be in- 
vestor re(iuircs information about any 
mining district in British Uohimbia, fuli 
and complete details, oHicially prepared 
and consequently authoritative, can be 
had from the government bureau having 
charge of such matters. If he desires 
like information about a minin| district 
in this state, his only source of informa- 
tion ia the tiles of the newspapers, the 
interested statements of those who have 
mines for sale or bond or mining stock 
to dispose of, or a personal visit of in- 
spection. 

This unexpected testimony as to the 
value of the work done by the depart- 
ment of mines must be highly gratifying 
to the government, to the minister of 
mines, and to his able staff of assistants. 
When it is reniembeied that it ia impos- 
sible not only to get any oflicial reports 
as to the mineral wealth of the neigh- 
boring state, but practically to secure ap 
propriations for the construction of 
roads, trails and bridges into the mining 
regions, it will be easily understood how 
badly our neighbors are handicapped in 
competition with thp Dominion in 
mining. ' 

Tin-: question of fire protection comes 
home to every one. Expense is second- 
ary to adequacy. It is a fact that the 
losses by lire in Victoria have been very 
small. This is an argument in favor of 
the adequacy of the present system. It 
is also a fact that insurance rates are 
very low here, which sesms to show that 
the fire underwriters do not regard the 
present system with very great disfavor 
On the other hand it ia said that the 
present rates were made on an under- 
standing, more or less direct, that a ftiU 
paid tire department should take the 
place of the present one. The under- 
writers claim that the change will 
add nothini; to the coat to the taxpayers, 
will increase the eflicioncy of tho ser- 
vice and will be followed by a Binall 
duction in {jreiniums. If this is the case 
there really seems nothing more to be 
said about the matter. If the under- 
writers can show to the city council that 
what they claim will result from the 
suggested change, that body will not be 
so unreasonable as to refuse to act upon 
their request for a reorganization of the 
department. 

The second volume of the draft revis 
ion of the statutes has been printed. 
The Chief Justice in his report lays 

special stress iijion the Companies' Act, 
which is the joint production of himself 
unil Mr. .lustice Drake. So far as a sut>- 
erlicial examiiialion discloscH, this act 
has been framed with great tare, aud if 
it becomes law will do much to protect 
the public from fraud or sharp prac- 
tices by joint stock companies and to fa- 
cilitate the internal management of such 
corporations. One of the provisions is 
that no company shall comnieiice busi- 
ness until 10 jjerceut.of the capital stock 
luiR been paid in, and a graded scale of 
fees is jjiovided. The act is not made 
retrospective in its operation. The 
learned Chief Justice is much to be con 
gratulated upon his work as a revisor of 
the statute law 



TiiK British Columbia legialiiliire ia 
not the II rat body that has wrestled with 
what is called " the mortgage tax." It 
is a very diliicult ([uestion to deal with — 
in fact ono of the most difficult in the 
whole range of revenue quesliona. There 
is no doubt as to tho correctness in 
theory of the position taken by tho Hon. 
Mr. Pooley. Tho expediency of acting 
upon the theory is where the difference 
of opinion comes in, and we feel com- 
]>elled to say that burdensome as the tax 
is on the borrower, it is not very clear 
how a government could justify its re- 
moval.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

A casual visitor to the house yeaterday 
afternoon whon the debate was on migh t 
have had , some difiScultyi in deciding 
wiiich of the iaipeakers' wero'-^govirnment 
supporters ahti which were me&bers of 
the opposition. Excepting the very 
earnest attack made by Mr. McPherson 
upon the OommisBioner' for Lands and 
Works, there was tiardly anything to 
ruille tho atmosphere of a debate, wh.ich 
came measureably near being a political 
love feast, Coraplimenta were the order 
of the afternoon and the criticisms were, 
with the exception mentioned, of the 
mildest kind. 

The mover and seconder of tlie ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne made capital speeches. They 
were full of meat and the points were 
very cleverly put. The government was 
very fortunate in having two such ex- 
cellent representatives to open the dis- 
cussion of its general policy. 

Mr. Semlin, of course, led tho debate 
in opposition, but one who did not know 
that he occupied the position of leader 
of his side of the house might have been 
excused for supposing that he was an in- 
dependent supporter of the government, 
lie may have quantities of ammunition 
in reserve, but nothing that he said yes- 
terday discloses :he nature of it. Mr 
Cotton's criticism was decidedly mild, 
and his promise at the end of his sjjecch 
to give tlie government a loyal support, 
if they introduced certain measures, 
sounded oddly as a peroration to an op- 
position speech. Mr. McPherson was 
very much in earnest. He has a griev- 
ance, or thinks he has, and ho made no 
hones of suyinj that it is serious enough 
in his opinion todeprive the government 
of the confidence of the house, but as he 
sat down without offering any amend- 
ment to the address the presumption is 
that he is not qiiite certain of liia own 
ground. Mr. Graham and Mr. Kennedy 
were disposed to be rather more critical 
than the leader of their party, but they 
said verr little that gentlemen might 
not have said, who came to tho house 
prepared to support tho general policy 
of the iidministralion. In fact so far as 
the debate has gone It has elicited noth- 
ing except more or leas explicit pro- 
mises from the gentlemen on the left of 
tho Speaker to help the government 
carry into effect the policy outlined in 
the Sjjeech. 

Themildnesa of tho opposition attack, 
if it may be so called, left very little for 
tho members of the government to say. 
That little was very neatly said by the 
Premier. At the close of tho session 
Hon. Mr. Pooley addressed himself to 
the mortgage tax, and in very conciae 
terms stated one side of that very much 
vexed question.

YUKON PLACHK MINES. 

The Clondyke and Its Tribataries Show Up 
■Well-A Cv^ng Affray. 

Among the recent arrivals at the Do 
minion hotel isD. GiillB from the Yakon. 
Mr. Gillie came down from the North on 
the City of Topeka, and with him were 
P. C. Richardson, ,1. McComber and A. 
E. Carr. Tlie three last named stayed 
over in .Seattle, but Mr. Gillia came ou 
to Victoria. All four are well known on 
the Sound and in British Columbia. 
Mr. Gillis, although a young man, is an 
old miner. He had news to tell the 
(JoLON'isT representative. " The Yukon 
is not a bed of roses, but is is not so bad 
as pictured," he said. " Over 1,500 
miners are now wintering there, and 
many of them are doing very well 
suppose that you have heard of tlie 
new diggings on the Clondyko river. 
Well, they are no fizzle, buthave turned 
out a genuine surprise, even to those in- 
terested and who were most sanguine of 
them.

He 
has between $15,000 to .$20,000 in the 
dump and has four men regularly em- 
ployed and next spring he intends tojnit 
on three or four times that number. 1 will 
not deny that there are no privations, 
but it is mostly confined to unsuitable 
persons who enter the country, clerks 
and others who never have been accus- 
tomed to roughing it and who were 
naturally dissatisfied with experiences 
that very often try the patience of train- 
ed miners. There is not even enough 
work for miners in Eome parts of the 
country. Men have to "scratch" for 
themselves, and not rely upon others 
finding them work. Thoso who cannot 
do that had bctterstay away. I advise 
all who intend entering the country to 
take at least six months provisions, as 
supplies generally are very low at Clon- 
dyke, the new placer minas ; inucli more 
so ■ than at Circle City. It 
might be well here to suggest 
that someone with a koen eye to 
business could make money by bringing 
in several tons of supplies, and selling to 
the miners. He could get good prices. 

"The miners appreciate the work the 
mounted police are doing, and are satis- 
lied with the manner in which Chief 
Constantino, of that force, is adininister- 
iug justiie at Forty-Mile Creek, and 
ihroughout that country. Recently 
there hu.« only been one cutting affray. 
' Lawn ' Cocpper find Wni. Calder had a 
drunken quarrel, and 'Lawn' Cooper 
seriously cut Calder about the abdomen. 
The jiolico doctor attended to Calder's 
injuries, and he soon recovered. Coo|>er 
was arrested, and at the lime we left — 
December — was out on $!I00 bail. The 
health of the miners generaily is very 
good. Tliere liave been no deaths since 
last you heard from that country. 

"There are several samples of quartz 
in my possession, and I intend to get 
assays on them. I shall return about 
April. It is a good country and I want 
to bo there ; but it is no place for 
a ' tenderfoot.' "

The Central Lumber Co., which con- 
trols millH in the sfatea ' i California, 
Oregon, Washington, an 1 tlie ]'iovinco 
of British Columbia, is (lnuaot, luit out 
of it has arisen, or rather will probably 
arise, another trust embracing equally 
as largo a territory, difl'eriiig only from 
the old concern in that it will coiiliuo it- 
self to export trade. The Central Lum- 
ber Co. made rules for both domestic 
and foreign trade. The mills that will 
probably enter the combine are : The 
Tacouja iMill Co., Port lUakely Mill Co., 
Puget Sound Lumber Co. of Port Gam- 
ble, Washington Mill Co. of Port Had- 
lock, British Cohimhia Mills, Timber & 
Trading Co., Vancouver; Moodyville 
Land and Saw Mill Co., the Victoria 
Lumber and Manufactiirinc: Co., and the 
Brunette .Saw Co. ot New Westmin- 
ster. 

The St. Paul it Taconia Lumber Co., 
ofTacoiiia; tin; Belliimliaiii Bay Co., of 
New Whatcom, and one Gray's Harbor 
mill have refuted to enter the organiz- 
ation. It is, however, probable the 
other mills which have not aigned, out- 
side of those that have refused, will join 
the association. A preliminary meeting 
has alfeady been hold, and another one 
will shortly take place in San Francisco. 
It is alleged that the object of the organ- 
ization is not to force big prices, but 
rather to extend foreign trade, and 
secure a uniform price in foreign mark- 
ets.

The provincial legislature got down to 
-woik yesterday, the debate on the reply 
to the speech from the throne taking up 
tlie whole afternoon, and not being £n 
iehed by 6 o'clock it was adjourned till 
to-day. 

Mr. Speaker toolt his seat at 2 o'clock 
sharp, and Rev. Dr. Campbell ofleredup 
the opening prayer. The presentation 
of petitions for private bills were :

These preliminaries being settled, the 
consideration of the Bj)eech from tlie 
throne was taken up, Mr. Joseph 
Hunter, the member from Comos, liiiv 
intr the honor of moving the reply. 

Mr. Hunter in rising to make the first 
speech of the session was received with 
applause by both sides of the liouee, and 
then the members of the house settled 
back in their seats to hear what he had 
to say. 

"Only onco before, Mr. Speaker," ho 
said, " have I found myself face to face 
with the responsibility which I hare ac- 
cepted to-day of moving tlie address in 
reply to the speech from liie throne, and 
I do not think, sir, that on any former 
occasion has it been leas necessary for 
the mover of the address to enter into 
any lengthy details or make any lengthy 
criticism in respect to the subject mat- 
ter of the speech, tlian on the i)rcsent 
occasion. We liave here, Mr. Speaker, 
a very exhaustive, impartial and inter- 
esting review of the condition of those 
various provincial interests which natu- 
rally fall within the scope of provincial 
legislation, and so I think, under the 
circumstances, it might be sufficient for 
me, indeed it might ue wise on my part, 
simply to say that I fully confirm my ad- 
herence to the principles and the policy 
here enunciated and that I intend wil- 
lingly and confidently to support all 
measures that may be brought forward 
to promote the progress and prosperity 
of the province. 

" But, sir, I think, if only for the pur- 
pose of promoting discussion and of ful-- 
uishing argumentative food for hori. 
members opposite, it is necessary for ine 
to brifclly refer to tlie moat prominent 
topics contained in tlie sj^eech from the 
ttiroue, and I can assure the lion, leader 
ol tlie opposition that I will only for a 
very short time stand in the way ot that 
laudable zeal which two days ago before 
the youth, beauty and fashion of the 
coun try he displayed for economizing the 
time of the house. 

" And firstof all, Mr. Speaker, it must 
te gratifying to this house to 
know that from every quarter of 
the province late discoveries in the 
fields of mining go to show abundantly 
the great and latent poasibilities of the 
country in this important industry are 
now becoming understood and taken ad- 
vantage of. It ia certiiinly very Stttisfac- 
tory to find that the public revenue for 
1895-9() exceeded that of the previous 
year by the respectable amount of $93,- 
7,30. ()4, Indeed, sir, if you will cliuice 
over the atatenierit of revenue of the 
province since tliat glorious day when 
responsible institutions were first intro- 
duced a (juarter of a century ago, you 
will find that the revenue of the year 
just past exceeds — with the exception of 
1891-1892, 1892-1893, two years of unex- 
ampled prosperity — that of any other 
year during that long period — a condition 
of things which cannot fail to commend 
itself to the people at large. But, sir, 
there is another feature in this connec- 
tion which must not be lost sight 
of. Under the ordinary condition 
of affairs it is not uncommon 
that an increase of revenue is attended 
with a corresponding increase in the ex- 
penditure of the country ; and we have 
often heard on the floor of this liouse 
elaborate arguments to show how in- 
creased revenue iiieans increased ex- 
penditure. But, sir, 1 lind that while 
the revenue of the country increased 
?9:i,730.Gl, as already stated, the net ex- 
penditure decreased by $292,201.37. This 
result, sir, I think, may safely be credit- 
ed to the wise and economical methods 
of the administration. 

" In respect to the coal industry, al- 
though it is to he regretted that tlie re- 
sults from tins material source of our 
prosperity were less during lust year 
than in some previous years, the quan- 
tity exported under the circumstances 
■was not to be despised. Have you any 
idea, sir, at the present moment, 
of the enormous development which 
has taken place in this industry since 
it became a settled factor in our pro- 
vincial wealth and importance. 1 lind, 
sir, that in 18GG the coal produced in the 
province amounted to 25,115 tons, while 
in the following decade to IHTti it had in- 
creased to 13t),192 per annum. An in- 
crease of no less that 515 per cent,, if I 
may be allowed to put it in that way. 
In the next decade, 188(5, the increase 
was 326,637 tons, or an increase of 235 
per cent., and coming down to 1895 I 
tind the production to have been 939,(J54, 
or an increase over 1886 of 267 per cunt. 
Now, sir, in connection with its great 
progress the question naturally arises 
hov long will it last and vrill thia and 
all the concomitant conditions of develop- 
ment be rudely interrupted in the near 
future by the exhaustion of our coal 
measures? Mr. Speaker, there is 
every indication that the contrary 
will he the case. Recent discoveries, 
Mr, Speaker, coupled with the pro- 
nouncements of science, go abundantly 
to prove that the coal measures of the 
country are, as far as the mind can grasp 
the subject, practically inexhaustiblo — 
10,000,090 tons have already been taken 
from our coal measures, and considering 
the narrow limits within which the 
operationa of coal mines have been con- 
fined, it is not going beyond the bounds ] whicli is aa level'aVthe prairies of lilnni-

That is an increase arising, I presume, * """"-i 

partly from the revival of the timber 
buainesB and jiartly from improved 
niethoda of making tlia coUectiona. 

Coming to the subject ot agriculture, 
there cannot bo two opinions that the 
agricilltural interests of the country are 
of prime importance, and the attention 
of this house cannot be too forcibly call- 
ed to the iieceBsitywhieh exists for using 
every legitimate means of fostering the 
farming induatrv. 

"The qneatinn of irrigation, although 
only incidentally referred to, ia one of 
very great and pressing importance, as 
there are large areas of the public do- 
main in immediate .proximity to the 
centres of trade which need but a boun- 
tiful supply of water to form valuable 
additions to the productive capacity of 
the country. I think, sir, that the gov- 
ernment might well carry out a well de- 
vised scheme of irrigation, and I hope 
special attention will be devoted to the 
subject. . . 

" Dairv farming, Mr. Speaker, la m a 
satisfactory condition and it is encourag- 
ing to find that the productions of the 
British Columbia creameries are sold in 
almost every portion of the province. 
The industry of fruit raising, Mr. 
.Speaker, ia a most important one and it 
has been fully demonstrated that exten- 
sive areas of tlie province are admirably 
adapted to the ijroduction of the finest 
kinds of fruit. I have the authority, 
sir, of a gentleiniin from Eastern Canada 
well versed in fruit growing, who hap- 
pened to be present at an e.x;hibition 
lately held in the constituency repre- 
sented by the hon. the leader of the op- 
position, for stating that the display of 
fruit on that occasion was far 
ahead of anything he had over 
seen in the eastern provinces. 
Whether or not thia result is to 
be attributed in any sense to the able 
manner in which the hon. leader of the 
opposition represents that constitu- 
ency," said Mr. Hunter, jokingly, "I 
know not, but as that hon. gentleman is 
prone to give Providence all the credit 
and the government none of it for the 
prosperity and progress of the country, I 
am afraid I cannot give that hou. uen- 
tleman any credit whatever for the big 
apples of Aahcrott. 

" Passing on, Mr, Speaker, to probably 
the most iuiportaut panigrapii in iiie 
eoeech, in which we are promised a 
definite railway policy, it seems to me 
incumbent on the government to make 
that policy a liberal one. It 
must Lave been evident to every 
hon. gentleman in the house 
that the indefinite and exceptional policy 
hitherto puisued in respect to the differ- 
ent raihvav problems which have been 
submitted" to this house ie no longer 
possible and it is to bo hoped that the 
railway lepislation of the present session 
will be such as to put all companies and 
corporations engaged in promoting rail- 
way consfruction on exactly the game 
plane. There is to my mind, air, no 
reasonable excuse for giving govern- 
mental assistance to a railway into the 
Kootenay country and withholding as- 
sistance fiom a railway destined to reach 
the rich and limitless gold fields of 
Cariboo. Nor ia there any reason why a 
railway into Cariboo should be subsi- 
dized to any greater extent than a rail- 
way into Oassiar. Governmental as- 
sistance being equitable and just 
to all the inherent character 'of 
every railway enterprise will be 
a controlling factor in determining 
the possibility of its accompliahment. 
The san e principles may, to aome ex- 
tent at least, be apMinnl to the public 
roads of the cuunuy, which it may be 
observed liave not hilherto been con- 
structed in accordance with any scien- 
tific principles. 

" I cannot say, sir," said Mr. Hunter, 
smiling, " that 1 share very extensively 
in the pleasure which His Honor feels 
in the fact that the highest tribunal in 
the Empire has deprived the Ivsquimalt 
ik Nanaimo Railway Company of the 
precious metals in the railway belt, al- 
though I shall be glad to find tLat the 
decision arrived will be in the interest 
of all concerned. 

" And now, Mr. Speaker, I must refer 
to that paragraph in the speech which 
calls for an expreasiou of loyalty 
to our beloved sovereign — (Jueen 
Victoria. I know of no figure in 
history — ancient or modern — more 
atriking or interesting or more to be 
revered or honored. Her life, sir, from 
the time when a bluslilng maiden 
she accepted the crown and the queenly 
responsibility of the greatest empire the 
world has ever seen, has challenged 
and has received the respect and 
admiration of the civilized world as a- 
shining exiiinple of goodnesa and of vir- 
tue. And now, Mr. Sjieaker, I 
think 1 have redeemed my proiiiipc. 
I have touched upcn .the most 
prominent matters ii- the fipeecli, and 
liave not interlero too aoriously with 
the time of the lioui-:e, I, therefore, 
have very much pleasure in moving the 
address in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne." (Applause.) 

Mr. Stoddart, of Mast Lillooet, in sec- 
onding the reply said : 

" I do not intend to take up your time 
or attention to any great length this af- 
ternoon in speaking to the addieaa in re- 
ply to the speech from the throne, as 
the able mover, the hon. member from 
Comox, has already very fully covered 
the ground, and presented his views, as 
usual, with much force and clearness. 
With the mover 1 beg to join hands in 
congratulating the c;ouiitry and the gov- 
ernment upon the improviiuieiit wliich 
has taken place in this province, as com- 
pared with this time last year. It is a 
matter upon, which we all may express 
satisfaction that the predictions then 
made as to the improved business out- 
look have been fully realized. We have 
so often been disappointed in this coun- 
try in having bright anticipations come 
to naught, that it ia really, as laay, with 
great satisfaction that we may view the 
condition of afl'airs at tlio present time. 

" The speech from the throne refers 
prominently to thti mining development 
which lias taken place tliioiigliout the 
province, and which ia being conducted 
with great activity at the i)re3Ciil time, 
and with the promieo of still greater de- 
velopment in the near future. The ac- 
tivity in British Columbia mining mat- 
ters has set the pace for tbe.wbole of the 
Dominion, and we now hear of all kinds 
of mining enterprises from one end of 
the Dominion to the other. • 
"Even the people of Western Ontarffi, 



spect to mining, matters in general, we 
have all heard so much of it of late that 
anything I might say would neither be 
new nor interesting. In tact every man 
you meet in this country now has either 
u piece of rock or a jirospectus of a 
mining company in his pocket. In re- 
gard to my own district, that of Lillooet, 
especially in the West Riding, I am 
glad to aay that it is coming to the front 
with thl3 other sections of the province, 
and the prospects are tliat it will soon 
rank well up as a producing district. 
The Ci olden CacliQ group, of which 
you have all heard, is a very rich propo- 
sition, and for the amount of develop- 
ment work that has been done upon it 
shows us well as any other mine in the 
province — if not a little|better. Thecom- 
liany has a two stamp mill at Ashcroft 
and will erect it as soon as the road 
which they are constructing is com- 
pleted. "Several claims have been located 
on Pool creek, perhaps better known as 
Blackwater, Femberton portage, and the 
locators intend to develbp them in the 
spring. Between Ashcroft and Clinton 
a Colorado company is doing a large lot 
of development work in a quiet way 
without oU'oring any stock for sale, and 
1 believe they arc well satisfied with the 
showing. 

" Lillooet district has been a gold pro- 
ducer for over thirty years, and in the 
last seventeen years has averaged about 
$70,000, which has been mined in a 
crude way. I believe the Bridge River 
section would bo a good locality for the 
prospector to spend a summer in, and is 
specially mentioned in the Gold Com- 
missioner's mining report. I would just 
like to say, while on this subject, that 
the only' drawback which the future of 
tlie industry presents to my mind is that 
of over speculation and promotion of 
mining companies. The number of 
companies that have been incorporated 
and the enormous capitalization, 
amounting to something like $25,000,000, 
are ridiculous, and not only are they 
ridiculous, hut it is a matter of grave 
concern to the mining interests ttieni- 
selves because I can conceive of nothing 
more liarinfiil than having so much cap- 
ital invested in mining companies which 
really does not go into the mines at all, 
but into the jiockets of speculators and 
company promoters. 

•'Auo'iher danger ia that many of 
these companies represent properties 
which may prove worthless, and instead 
of drawing capital to the province and 
employing it profitably, it will lend 
largely to drive it away and disgust peo- 
nle having money with mining proposi- 
tions altogether. My idea ia that the 
law governing the formationof companies 
should be changed so that 10 per cent, of 
the c.'ipital ahould be jjaid up before 
being incorporated. This would be a 
guarantee of the bona fides of any enter- 
prise and would prevent over capitaliza- 
tion. It would, in fact, put the company 
business on a solid foundation, and ia 
the only solution of the whole question 
that 1 know of. 

" I notice that the government intend 
submitting as measure to amend the 
Companies Act. This I think very 
necessary, and I submit the proposition 
I have referred to for the sincerest con- 
sideration of the government in connec- 
tion with- the amendment to this law. 
With reference to the timber industry, 
which I see mentioned, I may aay that 
for the purpose of conserving the timber 
as much as possible and the benefits of 
the industry to the province, I recom- 
mend the placing of an export duty on 
logs, and I trust that this house may see 
its way clear to pass a resolution during 
the present session calling the attention 
of the Dominion government to the 
necessity of moving in this direction. I 
am not a strong protectionLsl or a be- 
liever in protection for jirotection's sake, 
but my motto ia that Canada should be 
for the Canadians so far as the princiule 
can ho atipHed without injury. Our 
timber wealth is important and our 
forests extensive, but if the trees are cut 
down and tbo logs floated into the 
United States to be sawn in their mills, 
our timber will be of very little good to 
us, the chief benefit of any natural re- 
Bonrce being the industry which rises 
out of it and the labor which it gives to 
our own people. I may say that the 
sumo remark ap|)lies largely to ore 
believe we should have an export duty 
on ores going into the United States 
which would prevent what we see con- 
templated at the present time, that is, 
the building of a smelter by Canadian 
capital at Northport just on the other 
side of the Canadian line. If we can 
have that smelter in British Columbia 
we are just that much better oil', and I 
believe in taking every legitimate means 
towards that end. 

" It is a matter of very great satisfac- 
tion to me, and I presume to all the 
members, especially those who repre- 
sent agricultural districts, to know that 
the encouragonieut given to dairy fann- 
ing laat session has been productive of 
ao much good, and that several paying 
creanii'iiea have been establiMlied, and 
that more are likely to be established in 
the near future. So far as 1 have been 
able to learn, and to judge of its (luality, 
I believe that we are now making as 
good butter as there is in Canada, and 
the conditions in respect to feed and 
water in some districts will enable the 
British Columbia farmers to compete 
Hucceaafully with any butter in the 
world. And I want to say riglit here 
that in Lillooet, in my own district, 
there is the best opening for one or two 
good creameries that there ia in any 
part of British Columbia or in the whole 
of Canada. We have plenty of good 
pasture land, excellent water, and a 
great number of dairy cows in close 
proximity in the Lac-La-Hacho valley. 
The market for butter on account of the 
opening of the Cariboo mines and the 
largo numbers of men employed in them, 
would afford a splendid demand at first- 
class prices. I heliovo that if some good 
man with experience and some capital 
wore to go to that section of Lillooet or 
Cariboo district he would find a cream- 
ery about as good a proposition as the 
mines about which we hear sb much. 

" So far as fruit growing is concerned, 
onr prospects in that direction are lim- 
ited, but I have no doubt that with irri- 
gation, which some day or other is a 
l)roblem to be solved by the people, w'o 
could grow fruit and plenty of it, to more 
than supply the local demand ; and in 
this connection 1 am pleased to see so 
much general interest being taken in 
agriculture throughout the province^

BUTLIR ALIAS ASHE. 

Uore About the Bloody-Handed Australian 
Murderer— His Identity Beyond 
Doubt. 

riciiTii, Soiitli Australia, Feb. 10.— The 
identification by the San Francisco 
police of Frank Butler as Richard Ashe 
has attracted considerable attention 
throaghont Australia. It baa been as 
certained here that Richard Ashe was 
sentenced to a term of imprieonment be' 
tween 1893 and 1896. He went to Cool 
gardie in January, 1890, reinBinint» until 
.\uf»ust of the same year. An assayer's 
certificate belonging to Frank IJerwood 
was stolen at that time. The jiolice at 
the convict station at Freniantle identi 
lied Butler's jihotograplia and claim that 
he is identical witli Richard Ashe.

For, after all, ac,Ticulturo la the most 
sta|>lo and valuable industry of the 
countrv. Mines will become exhausted 
in time, and so will our fisheries and our 
forests, but farming is always produc- 
tive. I may a:iy that the auuouiice- 
ment that an net is to bo introduced for 
the encouragement of farmers' in.sti- 
tutes, meets with my hearty approval, 
and I hope to see organization among 
the farmers become general. There ia 
no line of industry iu which intelligent 
eli'ort is more required. 

" With reference to a railway policy, 
for which the people have been calling 
so loudly, and which I too referred to 
in the speech from the throne, I am 
like most of the people in the province, 
in fivor of a vigorous and progressive 
polii^y looking to the devrelopiiient of 
transportation facilities in all parts of 
the province ; in fact, a man who said he 
was not in favor of a bold, vigorous rail- 
way policy, would be promptly sat upon 
and clasaecl with the fossils and moss 
backs of the country. My idea of i 
railway policy, however, is diU'i-'rent 
from tiial entertained by a good many 
people who are shouting for it the loud- 
est. Some of these have scbeuiea of 
their own to further, and their idea of a 
progressive railway policy seems to be to 
get charters and let the government find 
the money to build them, while they 
own them. My view is that the gov- 
ernment should regard the bnilding of 
railways as a business proposition, and 
if they are required to assist further 
with money or lands, that they eliould 
have a direet interest and ownership in 
the railway to the extent of their sub- 
sidy of contribution. If the nii Iway is 
not a business proposition, with fair 
prospects of success linancinlly, the gov- 
ernment should have nothiuj; to do with 
it. Tiie time, in my opinion, has gone 
when goveruineiils should give charters 
ami money and land grants to oouijianv 
proiiiotore, or to charter promoterH who 
have neither a dollar of thoir own 
vested, nor have a dollar to invest. 

"I am in favor of the Bove.'nmont 
assisting railways within the Umits of the 
country's linancial ability; bat 1 do not 
believe in the country assuming liabili 
ties for railways or any other piirpoae 
which there is not a reasonable prospect 
of payinji without overburdening the 
people. It is better to do without pub 
lie improvements than C!0 too deeply in 
debt. If the country develops as rapidly 
as we expect it to do, the means to 
build railways, roads and other public 
works will easily bo found without as- 
suming too much liability. 

" Wheu I say that I am opposed to the 
system that has been in vogue in the 
way of assisting railways, I do not re 
fer particularly to this government — be- 
cause every government in Canada has 
been, and is doing, the &ame thing. It 
is the traditional policy of the country — 
all the same, it is a bad one — and the 
time has now arrived, I am fully con- 
vinced, when a new and better, and 
more businesslike policy must be adopt- 
ed. In our district we are not asking 
much; but we have our needs like all 
other districts, and I hope to see, witli 
tlie increased reveiuH! rising out of 
mines, a wagon r'lad built from !-.ytton 
to Lillooet someliiue iu the near future, 
for it would be a great convenience t( 
settlers and others in that localit}'. 

"lam pleased to see that the draft 
consolidation and revision of the statutes 
by the Chief Justice has been com 
pleted, notwithstanding all that has 
been said In the newspapers and the 
criticism which the government has re 
ceived on account of the statute revi- 
sion. I am perfectly satisfied tbat the 
work done by Chief Justice Davie 
is ot the heat jiosBible character. 
I believe he has made a snccess of it, 
and given ua the best revhsioii we have 
even had in the provinci;. The work has 
lieen done comj)reliensively anil eya- 
tematically, and cheaply, when you take 
into consideration the cost of other re- 
visions. I do not know of any other 
man in the province better (jualilied for 
the task, and I am one of those who be- 
lieve that one good man, with full con- 
trol, can do better work, and do 
it more s^tisfactorilj', than if it 
was divided up among half a 
dozen men — no matter how able tliey 
may be — it ia also the cheapest and 1 for 
one am well satisfied with the gov^ern- 
ment'fl action in this respect. I re- 
gretted very much to hear of Mr. Davie's 
illness and am very pleased indeed to 
know that ho has recovered. 

" 1 think the j)rovince is to be con- 
gratulated upon having secured, through 
the delusion of the Privy Council of 
Clreat Hritain, the precious metals on 
the island railway land. This is very 
important, and while 1 am not disposetl 
to quarrel with the ]•;. it N. railway com- 
pany for having secured these lauds, it is 
a pleasure to know that something has 
been left to the country in the two mil- 
lion acres of land granted by the legisla- 
ture to that corporation. 

"Speaking for the district in the 
Dominion House of Commons, of which 
Lillooet forms a part, I hope that there 
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will he some expression of opinion from 
this house regarding public works on 
tlie part of the Dominion of Canada. 
The revenue derived by the Domiuioti 
from the province as ii whole iu very 
large, both directly and indirectly, in 
proportion *to the amount of money 
which wo receive iu return, inul there- 
fore we should have the benefit of the 
surplus for public improvements. 

" We are at the present paying out 
from $750,000 to $1,000,000 more than we 
receive back, a sum sufficient if capital- 
ized at 3 per cent, to build two 
railways to Kootenay at the esti- 
mated cost. I wish to point out 
to you, sir, that from all Cariboo 
Kootenay- Yale district only about $21,- 
001) was spent last year in public v^orks ; 
whereas the duty collected at the port of 
Nelson alone for the month of January, 
1S'J7, waa ^33,000. This whole question 
is one demanding the attention of this 
house, and is a serious one for the peo- 
ple, who are already very heavily taxed, 
to consider. 

" The private and public debt of this 
province amounta in the aggregate to 
about i*GuO per head of tin; ))opalation , 
and the constant drain in interest and 
taxes must keep the people of this 
country poor, if continued without abate- 
ment or some substantial return there- 
for. When we consider that the entire 
debt of the province private and public 
is something like $55,000,000, it would 
require to be rich in minerals and other 
resources in order tbat the balance 
should be on the right side as between 
our assets and liabilities. 

" We have, of course, a very great i)ri- 
vate and ])nblic wealth in the province 
as an oll'set to ouj' liabilities, if developed 
ami realized uijon. A modest and care- 
ful estimate places it at ^^o.oOO pec head. 

" 1 am sure that every member will 
join with the government in recoiiinierid- 
iiig some measure of praclieal as.'iislance 
to the famine stricken jieople of India; 
it would only be human, only British 
for this legislature to render assistance 
to fellow subjects of Her Majesty. 

"I also feel conBdent that this 
house will be unanimous in the 
expression of congratulation to 
Her Majesty upon having attained 
the longest reitsn °of any Sovereign 
of not only England as referred to in the 
speech, but of all Britain and if it were 
not discourteous to His Honor I sliould 
call attention to the fact that it is of 
IJritain and not of England alone that 
Victoria is Queen. 

" Mr. Speaker, I have simply to deal 
with one statement more contained in 
His Honor's speech and it atlbrds me 
much ))leasure to see it there and that 
is the improveil linancial condition of 
the province whereby the revenue and 
the expenditure are coming closer to- 
gether instead of getting farther away 
from each other which has been the 
tendency for some years past. 

" I trust that this satisfactory state of 
affairs will continue until they meet and 
allord from year to year a surplus out of 
which to extinguish our public debt, 
which under the most favorable circam- 
stances is hound to increase for some 
years to come owing to the largo under- 
takings of a public character such as 
railways which it will be necessary to 
assist in order that the country may be 
developed. With the best of luck the 
province will require to have its finances 
carefully managed and the strictest 
economy observed in order that we may 
do all that is necessary in the interests 
of the people and pay our debts as a 
province." 

Mr. Semlin, leader of the opposition, 
congratulated the mover and seconder 
ou tlioir speeches, and then went on to 
express regreat that there bad been no 
mention of rediatributiou in the speech 
from the throne. Aa certain localities 
in the province were growing rapidly in 
I)opulation it would be very unjust to 
them if the house should be dissolved 
before a redistribution measure were 
brought iu. lie explained that at the 
present time representation in some 
parts of the province wiis unequal and 
wanted a remedy. In regard to the 
relcrence in the eiieech to public works, 
that was a matter of very great interest, 
but he waa of opinion that in the pasit 
the construction of public works bail not 
been economically carried out. ''J'o 
secure the full benelit of the mineral 
ilevelojiment now going ou in the 
proviiu'e, tlio agricultural industry 
should also be developed. Ho did not 
think that the government had taken 
enough interest in the farmers, and 
tliou);ht that the province should have 
stepped in and made a test case for the 
farmers in the suit brought against cer- 
tain settlers on the Thompson river 
whose irrigation the raihvaj' claimed 
had injured the roadwa}-. The railway 
company had lost the suit, but if an ap- 
peal were brought, the government 
should bear the expense of the appeal 
instead of the fanners, Mr. Semlin ob- 
jected next to Hon. Mr. Pooley aiuicar- 
iug aa counsel for the F. it N. in the 
precious metals caee, and thought tlint 
the method in whicdi the stntutea bad 
been revised was worthy . ot criticism. 
Not that he said there waa anything 
wrong with the revision itself; but 
the government had delayed too long 
in appointing the revisers to assist the 
Chief Justice. He thought it unneces- 
sary to have a revision after the Chief 
Justice liad already completed one. The 
tax on mortgages next received atten- 
tion, jMr. Suinlm arguing that in the in- 
terest of the fanning community it 
should bo (lone away with. He objected 
to the government taking steps towardH 
getting the arrears of j)ayments on set- 
tlers' lands and wanted a further exten- 
sion ot time to that which the govern- 
ment had already granted. He could 
not see that the revenue for ISiKj had 
increased very nuich over that of the 
previous year. He would admit there 
was a degree of prosperity, though he 
did not think this applietl to 
the farmers, and took exception to 
the expenditure of ^2,000 or so in 
publishing the list of delinquent 
taxpayers. This advertising should have 
been done by the government printing 
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compliment could bo paid them than the 
way Mr. Semlin had re-echoed their re- 
marks. In fact, Mr. Semlin had only 
advanced one new matter, that of redis- 
tribution. Mr. Semlin had argued that 
redistribution should be brought down 
at once and gave as liia reason that the 
population waa growing so rapidly iu 
Bouie districts. That very reason was 
in iteoif an ansiver to Jlr. iSeinlin, for 
how could a satisfactory measure be 
brought down when the whole face ot 
the province was chaixgiug. The proper 
way, the Premier hold, was to wait till 
the very last moment so that 
the redistribution could hp car- 
ried out as fairly as possible, 
The government was quite aliic too to 
the necessity of improving tliti roads of 
the province and, indeed, Ihiil wtia fore- 
ahauowod in the speech from the throne. 
As to Mr. Semlin's remark that the 
government was not in syrajiathy with 
the farmers, the Premier pointed out 
that the government had indeed taken a 
lively interest in that industry and the 
growth of the creameries, the eatabliab- 
ment of the fruitgrowers and other asso- 
ciations had their hearty support. As 
to the exception Mr. S9mlin had raised 
to the government taking stepa to en- 
force the arrears in the payment of 
lands the Premier pointed out 
that these arrears were of long 
standing and amounted to a very 
large sum. The government had 
been constantly urged by both sides 
of the house to do something 
and liad accordingly taken measures, 
but had extended the payments over a 
term of live years. Not one acre, how- 
ever, had been sold to enforce the claim 
so the government could not be said to 
be uniluly forcing the people. Mr. .Sein 
lin had made the olil cry about the pro 
vinco going behind, and had put a wrong 
im[)reHsioti on the aecount.s aa they a| 
jieared. The Premier pr)iuted out that 
l)y the present method ot book keeping 
the loans made were debited and credited 
with the oi'dinary revenue, so that the 
large amonntB Bjient for tlie,])ur])05e3 for 
which the loan was made "upijearcd in 
the ordinary accounts of revenue and 
expenditure. This might have been ob 
viated by keeping a capital account like 
the Doininion government did, but he 
bad asked the advice of the financial 
authorities in London, aad they had ad 
vised him not to change the present aim - 
pie method of keeping the accounts, so 
that it could he seen at odcb what was 
coining in and what was being paid out 
Aa a matter of fact, the revenue had 
been very largely increased, for one had 
only to look back at the last eight years 
to see tbat this was the case. In clos- 
ing, the Premier said he had no need to 
enlarge on the reterenccH in the speech 
to the Indian famine and the (Queen's 
jubilee, for the whole houae was in ac- 
cord on tfiose subjects. (Applause.) 

Mr. F. C. Cotton, after congratulatory 
remarks addressed to the mover and 
seconder of the reply, said tbat the pre- 
cepts which the opposition had tried to 
instil into the government side had 
borne fruit. (fAugbter.) He believed 
with Mr. Hunter in the importance to 
be placed on the agricultural industry, 
for he was somewhat afraid that in the 
rapid growth of the mining industry 
agriculture might he somewhat lost sight 
of. All the questions that came before 
the house had the linancial issue 
their crux. "Ho had noticed in the press 
something in regard to the discrimina 
tion by this house acainettbe mining in 
dustry, but for his part he thought, it 
anything, the house had discriminated 
in favor of mining. The mine-owner 
had no tax on his mine until it was 
making an output, whereas the fanner 
was compelled to pay taxes wdiether he 
waa making money or going behind, and 
in fact in any communications he had 
had with mine-owners they had ex- 
pressed themselves as perfectly satis 
tied with the mining tax. For the 
mineral tax occupied a different relation 
to other taxes. The roan who paid 
mineral tax, had in return the right to 
go on mineral ground and take the 
wealth out of the lands of the province 
On his machinery and plant ho paid 
nothing, and this should be kept in 
view. lie was pleased to hear the alius 
ion to irriization, and thought special at- 
tention ahunid bo given to it; for if 
irrigation were extensively practised in 
the dry regions, th(!re would have to ^)e 
some cliaiigca in the law as to reparian 
rights. He would like to point out, too 
that the water shouhl be taken out so 
that one canal would be used to the bps 
and most economical advantage. He 
too, wanted the mortgage tax done away 
with, and thought the experiment 
niiglit be tried for at least one year. He 
advocated the introduction ot theToriens 
system of land registration. lieferrint: 
to transportation, he expressed himself 
as strongly in favor of " free trade 
railways, that is, allowing anyone who 
wished to incorporate, lie thought that 
if any aid waa to be given to railways 
some scheme might be adopted by which 
the government could give aid on condi 
tion that the province still retain some 
interest in the road and have the right 
of again resuming possession, and that a 
railway comrniaaion should be appoint 
ed. lie advocated the repeal of the tax 
on miners, except in so far as it applied 
to prospectors, or men who desired to 
own a mine. 

Mr. Macpherson, of Vancouver, fonii 
fault with the speech not for what it 
contained but for what waa not in it 
He thouudit something should have been 
said ill regard to the government's lam 
policy and said that the system at pros 
ent in vogue was adverse to the interests 
ot the province nnd that the government 
was not disposing of the lands so that it 
brought in the beat returns. His com 
plaint was that tlie government had al 
lowed the land on the coast to be sold at 
its classilkration under the land act in- 
stead of only leasing it. " In fact," said 
Mr. Macpherson, amid laughter " the 
chief commissioner ought to blush at the 
way in which he had administered the 
allairsofhis department and if I had 
been in bis place I would have been so 
ashamed tliat I would walk out of tlie 



office and not in a newspa] er. As far j house." Mr. Macpherson continued that 
as the diaaatrons plague and famine in ! he thought the chief commisaioner waa 



India was concerned, hia side of the 
house joined with the government in 
their (lesire to assist in relieving this 
distress. Mr. Semlin closed with 
eeutimenta of accord in the loyal expres- 
sions on Her IMajesty'a jubilee and the 
great measure of prosperity the country 
hail enjoyed under her happy rfi^n. Hie 
side of the house were, ho said, olso in 
accord with the government in liieir ex- 
pressions of loyalty to Her Majesty and 
with reapect to the great measure of 
peace and iirosperity which it had en- 
joyed under Her Majesty's happy reign. 
(Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Turner, the premier, in con- 
gratulating the mover and seconder on 
the able manner ilii which they had per 



lost to all sense of decency, hut Hon 
Mr. !\Iartin smiled genially across the 
house at the member for Vancouver and 
aai<l, " That's all right." 

Mr. Macpherson coiitijiucd that he 
hoped it was all right, but he feared the 
Chief Commissioner was unable to mike 
it BO, and sat down after suggesting tbat 
a want of confidence motiou should be 
moved. 

Mr. Graham spoke brielly, alluding to 
the mining industry, and suggested tbat 
before o company could be incorporated 
a government engineer should examine 
the mine and that the assays, amount of 
development work and other informa- 
tion eliould be furnished to the public. 
The crmpnnies, too, should place in the 
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the stock as a sort ot guarantee for de- 
velopment. Referring to railways, he 
wanted to see them more under 
the control of the government. 
Mr. CIraham touched on agriculture 
and comjUained that an application had 
been refused in May for coal lands in hia 
district, and askeil the government to 
explain it these landa had been unfairly 
ke])t for Mr. IJeinze'a railwav,. He 
wanted a change made in the insurance 
statute, which, -he said, did not permit 
insurance to be collected on a house un- 
less it had a atone or brick chimney; 
whon-aa he claimed the insurance coin- 
j)aniea took premiums tor buildings with 
only a stovepijio througti the roof and 
then could evade i)aying the insuracce 
by taking refuge in tiie statute. 

Mr. J. B. Kennedy, the member for 
Weatminster city, said that the govern- 
ment bad not carried but the log scaling 
act, and in asking that the mortgage tax 
bo done away with, quoted from the 
Scripture the fate of Rehoboam the Son 
of Solomou who, wdien asked to make 
the people's taxes lighther, made them 
heavier. His kingdom was swept from 
him and this awful fate l\Ir. Ivennedy 
prophesied would befal the government. 

Hon. C. K. Pooley, iu reply to the re- 
marks of Mr. Cotton on the mortgage 
tax, denieil that it was dual taxation, 
but said that in reality it was a personal 
tax. It was a {juestion of contract be- 
tween the borrower and lender. If the 
lender ke])t the money in hia possession 
ho would have to pay the pereonal tax 
on it, but wheu he lent it he merely con- 
tracted that the borrower should pay the 
tax on it, The Torrens system of land 
registration, spoken ol by Mr. Cotton, 
would cost a great deal to Introduce, and 
the system at present in use in this pro- 
vince bad been .in force for the last thirty 
years, it was simple and had worked 
well. He did not think he was divulg- 
ing any secrets ot the government wheu 
he said that the government intended to 
deal with the miners' tax and relieve the 
individual worker in a mine of 
being compelled to take out a license. 
As to the arrears in the payment for 
lands, Mr. Pooley pointed out that the 
taxpayer had to meet the bills and it 
was only fair that tlie men who were 
backward iu paying up the arrears due 
on land should be made to pay up. The 
sum came to perhaps a million or a mil- 
lion and a quarter and the government 
requirement that delinquents should pay 
up 20 cents for a period of five years was 
not oppressive and was only fair to the 
other people of the province. 

It being nearly six o'clock, Mr. Pooley 
moved the adjournment of the debate, 
and the house adjourned till to-day. 

The Provincial Secretary, Hon. Col. 
Baker, presented returns ot the appoint 
ment ot J. A. Forin as stipendiary niugis 
tiate with jurisdiction in the small debta 
court; also correspondence with the Do- 
minion in regard to the Dominion con- 
trolling the telegraph line to Carmanah 
and relating to the establishment of 
more fish hatcheries in the province by 
the Dominion. 

Hon. J. H. Turner has given notice of 
an act to establish farmers' institutes. 

Mr. Macpherson — That he will move 
on Monday: Tbat this bouse is of opin- 
ion that the authority conferred upon 
tlie Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works to sell lands should not apply to 
lamia ujion the sea coast and navigable 
arms, inlets and rivers as far aa navig 
able, as it ia impossible at present to 
say what portions of said laiula may in 
tuUire l)e required for fishing stations, 
and that no apnlication.s already made 
tor which crown grants have not been 
issued ahnuld be granted, hut that leases 
be granted iu lieu thereof, unless theap- 
plicanta already have lease, in which 
case their api)licationB tor crown grants 
shdulil be cancel leil .

A BBITISH VICTORY. 

Success of the Royal Niger Company's Ex 
pedition Against the Emir of Nupc — 
Severe |I-~igliting. 

London, Feb. 10. — K telegram from 
the West Coast ot Africa, dated January 
2G, says that the Ko3'al NigerCompany'a 
expedition against the Emir of Nupe, 
under command of Hir Cieorgo Golclie, 
engiiiied in a big battle which lasted 
from Gunriao until aiinset on that date, 
the British columns driving their l'\ilab 
enemies before them. It is esti- 
inated that the followers of the Emir 
ot Mupe numbered at least fjOiOOO. The 
British cavalry and infantry were sta- 
tioned on the ridge in front of Bida. The 
FulaiiH sent outflanking brigades for the 
purpose of cutting off the British artil- 
lery which was following in the rear. 
The Britiali advance column formed a 
square, the Maxim rapid tiring guns 
being stationed at the corners. The 
Fulah forces charged repeatedly, but 
were mowed down and failed to touch 
the square. Seven, nine and twelve 
pound guua at _ this juncture ar- 
rived and asBisled the troo])a 
formed in tlie square; the men in charge 
ot the guns having fought their way 
from the rear, bombarded the retreating 
massea ot the enemy, inflicting heavy 
loEses. Darkness then stopped the ac- 
tion. Lieutenant Thorapaou o( the l>ei- 
ceatershiro liegiment was the only 
European hurt. 

Cables from the palace of the Emir at 
Bida, January 29, say the palace has 
been captured , and . all the menibiera of 
the expedition aye well. '
